BITS OF FOOD HISTORY 


THE EARLY BRITAINS LIVED 
CHIEFLY ON GRAIN. 


Our Far-Away Ancestors Were Mainly 
Vegetarians Except When a Great 
Religious Festival Became Neces- 
sary and They Lunched on a Man— 
The Coming of the Fork and the 
Potato. : 


The Christmas “plum-puddinz is 
traced to a Teutonic origin. In Ger- 
many it used to be plum-squash 
(Pflaumen-grutze), a soft, squashy 
mess resulting from the extraction of 
tle juices from fresh plums; on the 
Danish borderland it is still so made. 
A black plum-squash is mixed with 
fine-grained rice or pearl barley or 
groats; these grains are regarded as 
representative of next year’s favorable 
harvest. Thus it is explained by Fred- 
erick W. Hackwood in Good Cheer; 
so that we owe to the Teuton much 
that makes life pleasant, a fact to 
ponder well between political crises. 

The early Britons, according to the 
testimony of Diodorus Siculus, were 
remarkably simple in their diet. The 
grain they cultivated in little patches 
was reduced to paste in a mortar and 
formed their chief article of food. 
Practically the only additions to the 
table were milk and flesh. On great 
and solemn occasions, however, as in 
times of public calamity, an unnatural 
feast was celebrated. The Druids en- 
joined the immolation of certain vic- 
tims to excite or to appease one of 
their multifarious deities. A vener- 
able Druid, perhaps trembling himself 
at the awful rites he was about to 
perform, led the silent flock into the 
secret recesses of the sacred groves 
of oak. There, at the dark hour of 
midnight, the human offering was 
brought forth and adorned for the al- 
tar. At the fatal sign the consecrated 
dagger was plunged into the victim’s 
heart. The body was then laid open, 
the entrails examined, and the augury 
pronounced. Finally the bloody but- 
chers sat down to their horrid feast, 
each one without exception religiously 
chee of the human sacrifice. 
‘hese awful orgies were celebrated 
with weird rites and the mysteries of 
an esoteric religion in the deep and 
gloomy recesses of the primeval! forest. 

Among the host of interesting things 
in Mr. Hackwood’s fascinating collec- 
tion is the description of the fork and 
its coming: As regards the use of forks 
in Italy, we find them mentioned by 
Peter Damiani, an Italian -writer of 
the eleventh century.

But what 
is most monstrous, this wicked crea- 
ture would not eat with her fingers, 
but absolutely had her food cut into 
pisces, rather small (minitius), by 
her attendants and then she actually 
conveyed them to her mouth with 
certain golden two-pronged forks!”

Strange Mistakes Made by Authors 
and Printers. 


The errors in the public press in 
these days of rush and worry are, 
comparatively speaking, very unim- 
portant and far between, and arise 
from a variety of causes, but they of- 
ten afford wonder and amusement 
when read by the critical observer. 

Sometimes the mistake in print lies 
with the author, but often it is owing 
to laxity on the part of the printers’ 
assistants, especially in the matter of 
modern machine composition. 

In machine type-setting there are 
four mistakes in particular which the 
printer is liable to make. The ma- 
jority of machines at present in use 
are those which cast each line of type 
in one solid piece, so that if a correc-

Spy Epidemics: The Secret Blotter. 


Every Foreign Office of Europe acta 
on the theory that an army of spies 
is constantly on the alert to steal its 
secrets, and infinite precautions are 
taken to baffle their efforts. Very. 
shortly after the first use of blotting 
paper it was discovered that it was 
quite possible to cause a blotting pad 
to give up jealously guarded secrets 
by simply holding it in front of a mir- 
ror. Long after all the commerical 
world had forgotten the existence of 
such a thing, the British Foreign Of- 
fice used a small shaker to dry its 
important written documents. Then 
specially manufactured black blotting 
paper was used, but this was not 
found to be absolutely spy proof, and 
a return to the sand shaker was con- 
templated, when someone suggested 
the simple expedient of a small ab- 
sorbent roller. These rollers, we are 


| told by an authority, have since been 


used for drying diplomatic documents. 
When such a roller has been run up 
and down across a document once or, 
twice, the cleverest spy in the world 
is at liberty to try his hand at deci- 
phering the impressions.

Ara- 
bic numerals yield infinite chances of 
trouble, and a century is jumped by 
the change of a single cipher. In 
one such instance, a gentleman very 
active in conspiracies and the like in 
1580 ie found to lose his head on the 
block in 1681. He was thus given 4 
long life, and perhaps @ merry one, 
by the compositor.

MOST OF-HER TRADE. 








Movement Is on Feot In England to 
Do Something That Will Relieve 
the Situation—Wages Are Very Low 
And the Natives of the Island Have 
Lost All Their Enterprise—Rich 
Have Lots of Money. 


Malta deserves more than the pass- 
ing notice it received from the King 
and Queen landing there for a few 
hours on their return journey from 
India. It is at the parting of the ways, 
and its peor are growing desper- 
ate. Within living memory Malta was 
the warehouse of the Mediterranean, 
and a great coaling station. It was a 
regular port of call tne the peninsular 
and Oriental and other great lines, 
and before Egypt caugh! the fickle 
fancy of the winter tourist it was a 
fashionable refuge from the cold and 
damp of England. But is immense 
storehouses are now empty. Algiers 
and other Mediterranean ports have 
all but captured its coal trade, only a 
few intermediate Peninsular and 
Oriental boats put in at irregular in- 
tervals, and its winter season has 
practically vanished. The unification 
of Italy and consequent fiscal barriers 
dealt it a severe blow years ago, and 
it now looks as though the Italian oc- 
eupation of Tripoli will administer 
the coup de grace to Maltese trade. 

In addition to all these troubles, 
there has been a marked decline in 
our navy and army establishments. 
Our battleship gitensth of thirteen in 
1904 is now si only, and there are 
two infantry battalions the less on 
the island. The great military works 
have been completed, and with the 
necessities of the political situation ro- 
quiring naval concentration in the 
North Sea rather than in the Medi- 
terranean, the outlook is bluck indeed. 
The British Government has been 
suitably impressed with the precarious 
economic position of the colony and 
the ditliculty of popularizing local 
government, and the usual palliative 
is being supplied — a royal commis- 
sion of inquiry.

Malta has conspicuously failed to uti- 
lize its magnificent natural advan- 
tages. 

Not so very long ago the manufac- 
tures of sail cloth, pottery, soapmak- 
ing, and kindred industries were flour- 
ishing, and gave sn fe Spe to large 
numbers. To-day they have practical- 
ly perished, the little that is left re- 
maining in the hands of people with 
neither scientific knowledge nor capi- 
tal. The oil trade has gone, and it 
is only a memory that once upon a 
time Malta was the storing-place of 
all the oil produced on the Barbary 
coast. An Austrian boat takes the 
British mails and German and Italian 
vessels have most of the carrying 
trade. Go down to the Grand Harbor 
on any day and it will be a matter of 
surprise if a British boat is seen. 

The position of Malta is indeed des- 
perate. Its people are growing more 
numerous, and progressively. poorer. 
Wages are very low. Coal-heavers 
once earned $2.50 a day; now $1 is the 
average daily wage. Agricultural la- 
borers are glad to get 35 cents, and, 
a skilled mechanic must accept 50 
cents. Even the famous Maltese lace 
industry has declined, and a woman 
works for fourteen hours over her 
bobbins’ for little more than’as many 
pence. A doctor is passing rich on 
$300 a year, and the lawyers are an 
absurdiy poor class, in spite of Mal- 
tese laws and the Maltese love of 
litigation. 

It is difficult to fairly apportion the 
blame for this decay, and in Malta 
there is much foolish recrimitation. 
That the Imperial Government has a 
duty to perform is obvious. There is 
no land or income tax in Malta, and 
the wealthy classes practically escape 
taxation. The Imperial Government 
should compel the Civil Government 
to find new sources of revenue, and to 
finance works of urgent public neces- 
sity, such as the provision of proper 
commercial docks, landing-stages, etc. 
But legislation alone will not save 
| Malta. There must be a better public 
| spirit. The truth is that the Maltese 
have neither spiritual nor temporal 
leaders. The Church in Malta does 
little, if anything to better the con. 
c.tion of the people, and the well-to. 
do classes are wickedly indifferent. In 
spite of the poverty of the people, 
there is a great deal of money in the 
island, but it is lying idle or is in- 
vested abroad. There is no attempt to 
revise or cstublish industries. English 
; money and English management had 
to be found before Malta had even 
an electric tramway. The wealthier 
| Maltese are intensely suspicious of 
‘each other, a.1 will not unite 1 
‘employ their capital in local enter- 
| prises.

For the young «mother who does not 
nurse her infant the most vital ques- 
tion is, What food will be best for 
baby? 

The selection of food depends large- 
ly upon the infant’s physical condi- 
tion. What will agree perfectly with 
& normal child will act as poison to 
the baby with weak digestive organs. 

Always consult your physician re- 
garding the proper food for baby and 
do not allow yourself to be guided by 
the advice of neighbors and sympa- 
thetic friends, 

Baby’s life is too precious to chance 
a change of diet unless ordered by one 
who is thoroughly familiar with the 
physical condition. Pasteurized milk 
modified with limewater or barley wa- 
ter is considered the safest food for 
an infant. 

Use only the very best quality of 
milk that can be bought, that which 
has already been pasteurized if possi- 
ble. 

If you are unable to obtain this pre- 
pare enough milk for a day’s feeding 
in clean bottles. Mix it first with 
one-third barley water, fill the bottles 
and stand them in a large vessel with 
enough hot water to cover the bottles 
Let the water come grad- 
ually to the boiling point and boil for 
ten minutes. Cool rapidly and keep 





| on ice until needed. Barley water is 


prepared by boiling slowly two tea- 
spoonfuls of pearl barley in one quart 
of water for one hour. Strain and mix 
with milk, Limewater can be bought 
at the druggtst’s. If you make it 
yourself dissolve a lump of unslaked 
lime as big as a walnut in two quarts 
of water. Let it settle and use only 
the water poured carefully from the 
top. 

Rice water is sometimes recom mend- 
ed. For this soak two and a half tea- 
spoonfuls of rice for three hours in a 
quart of water, then boil it slowly for 
au hour, adding a little sugar and a 
pinch of salt. 

The quantity and number of feed- 
ings per day depend upon the age and 
general condition of the baby. 

Feeding after one year of age, unless 
otherwise ordered by a _ physician, 
should consist principally of pure, fresh 
mii, 

A little solid food, including soft 
boiled eggs, mutton, chicken or beef 
broth, stale bread or buttered toast, 
well cooked cornstarch, oatmeal or fa- 
rina, can supplement and vary the 
milk diet. Do not give baby any raw 
food, fruit, coffee, tea, beer or Nquor 
of any kind whatever. 

Train the child to eat at regular in- 
tervals, then see that its meals are 
properly prepared and on time.

FENCES THAT BLOOM. 


They Grow Twenty Feet High and Are 
Armed With Great Thorns, 
Throughout the older parts of Mexi- 
co, Texas and New Mexico many of 
the fences around the corrals und of- 
ten the gardens are made of “vcutilla.” 
This is a cactus-like plant growing in 
a stalk form and often reaching a 
beight of twenty or twenty-tive feet. 
It is completely covered with Jong. 

stout thorns. 

The stalk is tough, bard to cut, ak 
most impossible to break, and, grow- 
ing to the height it does, it makes un 
effective protection. It is planted usu- 
ally in three or four alternate rows 
and is held together by buckskin 
strings or with strong wire. It needs 
but little water. 

I believe this ocatilla fence would be 
found very satisfactory 
country estates, and even the owner 
of a modest plot of ground would tind 
it a good thing. It prevents stock 
from breaking in, effectively keeps at 
a distance all marauders and when in 
bloom is a beautiful sight, for at the 
tip of the stalk there comes early in 
summer a cluster of deep crimson, ball 
shaped blossoms. I remember once 
the astonished, almost horrified, ex- 
pression of an eastern woman to whom 
I mentioned the beauty of. the corral 
fence when in bloom.—Country Life In 
America.

Toronto, March 14.—Mr. A. M. 
Rankin, M-P.P. for © tenac, will 
have hie bill ‘‘to regulate the w'dth 
of tires on waggons and other vehi- 
cles,” before the House for a second 
reading within a few days. The mea- 
sure, which has @ radical bearing on 
every farmer in the province, speci- 
fies not only that tires shall conform 
toa minimum width in excess of 
anything previously enforced, but 
tbat on and after January, 1914, a 
vehicle shail not besold or offered for 
sale in Ontario, the tires of which do 
not conform to the act. 

The bill contains the following 
o'ause-: 

TLe minimum width of tires for a 
four wheeled vebicle shall be: 

(a) For one having a carrying ca- 
pacity of 2,000 pounde and not ex- 
ceeding 4,000 poonds—3 inches. 

(b) For one having @ carrying ca- 
pacity exceeding 4.00U pounds but pot 
exceeding 6,000 pounds—4 inches. 

(c) For one baving a carrying ca- 
pacity exceeding 6,000 pounds and 
1ot exceeding 8.000 pounds—65 inches. 

(d) For one baving ® carrying ca- 
pacity exceeding 8000 pounds—6 
inches, 

The mininum width of tires for a 
two-wheeled vehicle shall be five inches 
for ope having a carrying capacity 
of 2,000 pounds, bunt not exceeding 
4,000 pounds, and 6 foches for one 
having carrying cayacity exceding 
4,000 pcucds. 

Tne tives of wheels having a diam- 
eter of 40 inches or Jess shall be ene 
half inch wider than the widths pre- 
scribed by sub-sections 1 and 2 

Every person who contravenes any 
of the provisions of this Act shall 
incur a penalty of not Jess. than $5 
and net more than $50, recovérable 
under The Outario Summary Con- 
victicns Act.

ed, unless there is reasonable excuse 
of infancy, weakness of bedy or other 
infirmity. To possess more than you 
can enjoy should be regarded as being 
as vicious and vulgar as to eat more 
than you can digest, or:drink more 
an you can carry.” : 

The bishop also points out flaws in 
modern society. . 

“The present age,” he says, “is 
proud of itself. It is the most con- 
ecited age in history; but, apart from 
the tropaies of apyHed natural sci- 
ence, there is. not much upon which 
;it can justly pride itself. ; 

“Spiritually, it is a poor age, It is 
an age of lefty profession and—I will 
not say low performance—but of per- 
formanee far lower than the profes- 
sion.

“It seems to me that motorists. 
with the reckless, contemptuous dis- 
regard too ‘often shown for the poor, 
whose homes and gardens they ruin, 
and whose children's lives they endan- 
ger and sometimes destroy, are in no 
slight degree responsible for the 
strong démocratie teeling which has 
arisen in the minds of the people.

These assisted grants were composed of a 
County grant of $475.00 and a Government 
grant of $725.00, : 

The total Legislgtive grant was $2555.70 
and the Government grant for Equipment 
and Accommodation $842.00, (The Govern- 
ment grant to Libraries was $16.56, but 
this does not show clearly the amount ex- 
pended for books, as in a good many cases 
the sum spent for books was Icss than $10, 
which is the smallest amount that will draw 
the Government grant. 

The total enrollment was 958, of whom 
479 were boys and 479 were girls, with an 
average daily attendance of 404. This 
makes an average daily attendance per 
teacher of 12.6. 

The classification shows that there were in 
the Primer 326 pupils, in the First Reader 
109, Second Reader 223, Third Reader 151, 
Fourth Reader 120, Fifth Reader 29. 

From a study of the preceding statistics 
and a comparison with those from 1910 the 
following may be deduced : 

1. The special grants to the schools have 
been liberal. They are much appreciated, for 
without them the problem of providing the 
oecessary salaries for teachers would be a 
more serious one. 

2. The average increase in salary was 
$31.62, and while this is generally satis- 
factory, it has not been sufficient to retain 
the teachers who were in charge in many of 
these schools in preference to schools in het- 
ter situated communities in other Inspector- 
ates, where larger salaries are possible. 
During the year some fifteen teachers have 
availed themselves of the opportunity, and 
their places have largely been taken by in- 
experienced persons. 

3. There has been a decrease in enrollment 
of sixty pupils. This, no doubt, is in some 
measure due to families leaving to make 
homes in other parts of Canada for them- 
selves. 

4. The average cost of maintaining a 
supil for the year in school has been $12. 
Ry we deduct from the total expenditure the 
Government grants we find that the average 
cost ptr pupil for the vear is some $9.00, 
If it were possible to secure more reeular 
and a full attendance the average would be 
very much lower. 

During the year considerable advancement 
has been made. The academic standing of 
teachers is better. The consolidation of 
Union S. S. No. 3. Sheffield, and 28, Cam- 
den, with No. 6, Sheffield, promises good 
results. Even in cases where there has been

HANDLING BARBED WIRE, 


Homemade Contrivance That May Help 


in This Ticklish Business, ' 

The lowa Homes' from which 
these pictures and this description 
have been taken, says: 

Following is a description of a good, 
cheap barbed wire spool that a sub- 
scriber of Lyon county, Ia., forwards: 
Take a piece of 2 by 6 six feet long 
and rip it in two and nail the two 
pieces together in the center to make

them like the letter X. Then take four 
pieces about twelve inches long and 
nail on the ends of these first two 
pieces, nailing them on crossways, and 
drive nails in both ends to hold the 
wire on. 

Now lay your barbed wire out a short 
distance from the fence—a few feet is 
plenty—and fasten one end of the wire 
on the end of one of these twelve inch 
pieces and roll the spool along over 
the wire, and you can take it up as 
fast as you can walk, as the spool will 
be as high as a man's head, and he can 
stand up straight to take up the wire, 
and it can be unrolled just as easily. 

To unroll wire from the spools on 
which it comes take two pieces of 2 
by 4 four feet long and bore a hole in 
one end about the-size of the holes in a 
barbed wire spool; then take and naila 
wide board or a few narrow boards 
about eighteen or twenty inches long 
on these 2 by 4's, and have them just a

INSTANT DEATH IS ASSURED. 


One Dexterous Thrust Through the 
Animal’s Head by an Expert Work- 
man Ends Consciousness—How the 

, Carcass Is Skinned and Dressed. 


‘Lhe easiest way you could possibly 
think of is the way sheep are killed in 
the packing Louses, Most persons mis- 
takenly imayiue that they are treated 
horribly aud see tn their minds a 
bloodthirsty mun, with shoulders like 
hams, standing over a pvuor, defense 
less sheep with a biudgeon in his 
hands ready to send the creature 
Straight to the promised land But 
there is where the sentimentalist goes 
completely wrong, for if there is an 
animal that is treated right—in speak- 
ing of its death—it is the sheep, There 
is only one thing that doesn’t look as 
though death was absolute pleasure for 
the sbeep, and that is right at the very 
start of the killing operation. 

The sheep are driven from the yards 
ap a Jong chute, and when they enter 
the pathway a leader sheep puts him 
self at their head to take them up into 
the killing rooin. These sheep are 
trained and are nearly always black 
60 that there will be no mistake made 
and the leader sheep killed. 

This leader takes the animals up the 
chute to a pen that will hold about 
fifty sheep. Here a man catches them, 
two at a time, and shackles them by 
their hind legs. Thix is the operation 
referred to as the only ove painful to 
the sheep. 

The animal fs then swung on to what 
is called the Ferris wheel ‘his wheel 
is constantly revotving. und as it reach- 
es a certain spot the sheep are trans 
ferred to a track from which they 
hung head downward. At that point 
their suffering ceases, for the next 
workman is the man who kills them. 

The Killing process {s ape that is ab- 
solutely painless to the sheep. ‘The 
workman is adept and never misses 


the mark at which be strikes. With 
a sbarp knife in bis hand. he moves 
down the row of hunging animals, and 


us be comes to euch one he feels of 
the head just behind the ears and finds 
the point where the bones of the bead 
jeuve an opening. In this the knife is 
thrust and goes through the head of 
the animal, completely severing on 
both sides a large urtery, The sheep is 
killed instantly. Five hundred sheep 
ean be bandied every hour at this 
point. They are then “pated,” an op- 
eration that consists of skinning the

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The fact that there is a time for ev- 
erything and one man to do just his 
part and no more is emphasized in the 
sheep room when one sees just one 
hind leg skinned by one man and the 
other skinned in an entirely different 
operation. The sheep is then put on 
what is called the endless chain. ‘his 
chain consists of hooks at intervals 
and is constantly moving, making the 
rounds of the room in about twenty 
minutes. Along this chain are the 
workmen, and as the sheep is passed 
on to them by the chain they do their 
work and wait for the next carcass. 

After the two hind legs have been 
skinned the back is partly skinned and 
the animal is passed on to the next 
man who is called a “pelter.” He 
grasps the pelt just above the hind 
legs, and, with a few deft twists of it, 
it is pulled off and the sheep passed 
on to the next workman. 

After being skinned the sheep are 
carefully washed and wiped, a new 
towel being used on every animal An 
endless chain is in progress here also, 
for when a towel is used it is thrown 
into a vat of boiling water, washed 
and put into a drier to be used over 
and over again. After the animal has 
been washed the head is taken off and 
the neck washed in the same manner 
as the rest of the carcass. The gov- 
ernment inspector then gets it, and it 
is subjected to a rigid examination, 
after which the stamp of approval of 
the United States is put on 

After the head is taken off it is sent 
to the floor below, where the tongue is 
taken out and the remainder of it sent 
to the bone reom. 

There are two ways of dressing the 
sheep. Some of the buyers insist on 
having the caul fat with the animal, 
while others do not care about it. If 


| the fat is desired it is put on the hind 
| part of the animal, covering about one- 
| half of the body, and is then split, re 


vealing the carcass shorr of the vis- 
cera, 

The dressed animals are hung on 
overbead tracks and put on an eleva- 
tor to be sent to the cooling eporic 
St. Louis Globe Democrat.

; The lowa experiment station the past 
year wintered some ewes upon differ- 
ent rations, two of which are taken 
in contrast to show the value of silaga 

| The average feed required in the case 

,of grain and clover was 1.8 pounds 

| grain and three pounds clover daily. 

| When silage was added to the above 

‘ration the feed consumption per ewe 

| was as follows: 3 te .4 pound grain, 

|2 pounds clover hay, 2.5 pounds eorn 
silage. This ration cost not more than 
|2 cents. The special value of the st- 
| lage was that it reduced the amount of 
grain required and also increased the 
ewe’s capacity for cheap roughage. 

The 3.5 pounds silage practically re- 

| placed a penny's worth of clover and 

grain and, produced as good results, 

This would give silage in this particu- 

lar case a cash value of $5.70 per ton. 

Silage actually costs but from $2 to 

$2.50 per ton, allowing market price 

and field profits on the corn in it. Its 
addition to the ewes’ ration 1s a prof- 
itable venture.

Where the Sheep Came From. 
Excepting the Rocky mountain sheep,

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CHESTNUT BARK DISEASE. 


| Locating and Fighting Infection Cen- 
ters Only Known Means of Control. 
| The chestnut bark disease was first 


Fecognized as a serious disease in the 
vicinity of New York city in 1904, and 
the first publication regarding it ap- 
peared in 1906. There is reliable evi- 
dence, however, that it was present on 
Long Island at least as early as 1893. 
Its origin is unknown, but there is 
Some evidence that it was imported 
from the orient with the Japanese 
chestnut. This view is not, however, 
held by all investigators. But, what- 
ever may have been its time or place 
of origin, it is certain that it has now 
spread into at least ten states. 

The bark disease appears ultimately 
to exterminate the chestnut trees in 
any locality which it infests. Three 
years ago the financial loss from this 
qisease “tM and about New York city” 
was estimated at “between $5,000,000 
and $10,000,000." The agricultural de 
partment writers regard $25,000,000 as 
@ conservative estimate of the financial 
loss from this disease up to 1911. In 
many localities the greatest damage 
has been among chestnuts grown for

Northern Territory Increases Its Pota- 
to Yield by Careful Cultivation. 

From Alaska comes a lesson in po- 
tato raising. The chief vegetable crop 
of the territory is the potato, but in or- 
der to grow it successfully suitable lo- 
cation as to soil, slope of land and 
southern exposure has to be selected, 
and even then to secure a thoroughly 
mature crop much depends on the va- 
riety that is grown and the method of 
culture. The growing season in Alaska 
is exceedingly short, ranging during 
the years 1906 to 1910, inclusive, from 
84 days to 107 days, the former occur: 
ring in 1910 and the latter in 1907. Un. 
der such conditions, therefore, any 
process jhat will facilitate the develop- 
ment of the potato after it has been 
put into the ground is of advantage in 
helping to secure a mature crop.

BREED OF CATTLE, 


The Brown Swiss breed is the least 
numerous of the standard breeds of 
dairy cattle.

No method of immunizing individual 
trees against the bark disease is yet 
known, and no method of treating or 
curing them when once attacked is 
certain in its results. While this is 
unfortunate from the standpoint of 
the owner of orchard trees and large 
ornamental trees of great individual 
value, no method of dealing with sin- 
gle trees—surgery, medication, spray- 
ing, etc.—however successful in itself, 
would meet the demands of the pres- 
ent situation. It is not practicable at 
present to apply any individual meth- 
od of treatment to forest trees; the in- 
dividual tree is not worth it and will 
not be for many years. 

Fortunately, however, there is a 
method of dealing with the situation 
which is applicable to the country asa 
whole and which, so far as tested, is 
practicable. The disease advances 
but slowly in a solid line, but instead 
spreads from isolated centers of infec- 
tion, often many miles in advance of 
the main Hne of disease. It therefore 
seemed probable that if these advance 
infections could be located at a rea 
sonably early stage they could be 
eliminated at relatively little expense, 
thus preventing further spread from 
these points at least It is believed 
that this method of attack will prove 
practicable and if carried out on a 
large scale will result ultimately in 


the control of the bark disease which |.

Adapting Crops to Climates, 

The farmer cannot change his cli- 
matic environment, but be can grow 
crops adapted to it. There are two 
ways of doing this—by the breeding 
and selection of hardy plants and by 
the introduction of new species and 
varieties adapted by nature to new 
locations. The experiment stations in 
the different states and territories have 
been doing work along the first line, 
and the federal government, throngh 
the burenu of plant industry, has been 
seeking hardy varieties of plants from 
all parts of the world for introduction 
into our own country.—Country Gen- 
tleman.

These were compared in their 
yields with potatoes that were not 
sprouted. 

Similar tests were made at the Sitka 
station, near the coast, and at the 
Rampart station, inland. At the for- 
mer the rows of the sprouted potatoes 
were distinguishable above the surface 
fully two weeks earlier than the rows 
of the unsprouted potatoes, while at 
Rampart the difference in time be 
tween the appearance above ground of 
the sprouted and unsprouted potatoes 
ranged from eight to twenty days, ac- 
cording to the variety, and the differ- 
ence in blooming period from twelve to 
twenty days 

The Sitka station tested twenty-two 
varieties, with the result that sprouted 
potatoes gave uniformly the best yield, 
averaged larger and were better ma- 
tured than the potatoes raised from the 
unsprouted seed. At the Rampart sta- 
tion the gain in yield ranged from 21.3 
to 73.3 per cent.—Country Gentleman.

Mr. Gooderham’s Municipal Act 
Amendments Mutilated. 





The Government Finds the Twelve 
Proposed Clauses Far Too Sweep- 
ing—Mover Proposed to Have All 
Wires Put Underground—Jamieson 
Wants Medical Registration Be- 
tween Provinces Made Uniform. 


Toronto, March 19.—Not a gentle 
slap on the wrist, but a real healthy 
swat on the solar plexus did Geo.

Gooderham’s bill, embodying twelve 
clauses to amend the Municipal Act, 
receive when it came up for its second 
reading. After Hon. W. J. Hanna and 
Sir James Whitney had taken many 
biffs at it, the bill was sent to the 
municipal committee, where, by the 
looks of things, it may be still more 
ruffled.

This 
clause aimed at street railways, tele- 
graph and telephone companies, com- 
pelling them to remove all pe and 
wires from the streets and placing 
the wires underground. 

“I scarcely expect to see this press- 
ed in the committee,” said Mr. Han- 
na. “It should not be given much 
consideration, and, besides, there is 
another bill now before the House 
in which these matters will be taken 
care of.” 

Number nine clause, thought the 
Provincial Secretary, was decidedly 
far-reaching. It was worded this wise: 
“For preventing, regulating and con- 
trolling the location and erection, 
within cities having 100,000 or over, 
of garages, apartment houses, tene- 
ment houses, or any buildings design- 
ed or intended for any purpose other 
than that of a dwelling for one pri- 
vate family, and alterations of any 
existing building for any purpose oth- 
er than that of a dwelling for one 
private family.” ; 

“This practically means, if the bill 
goes through, that a private family 
can’t have a boarder,” said Mr. Han- 
na. “Rather drastic, I believe. It 
would be pretty hard on some people.” 

Clause twelve gave a city with over 
100,000 population, meaning Toronto, 
only, full power to ¢y»signate the 
width of any street. The present act 
requires a width of 66 feet. This, too, 
was pretty far-reaching, thought Mr. 
Hanna. 

When the Provincial Secretary had 
concluded his gnslaught, Sir James 
Whitney took up the attack. Mr. 
Gooderham’s bill, said the Premier, 
might pit one city against another. 
Toronto would be the only city affect- 
ed by such legislation, as it was the 
only one with 100,000 inhabitants. 
Regarding the clause to compel the 
placing underground of all wires, he 
said: “If this legislation is allowed 
to pass, we might as well give up all 
pretence of private rights and the 
protection of private property in this 
country. I am sure there will be no 
voice in support of it.” 

One clause which miraculously 
passed muster in the South Toronto 
member’s bill was that relating to the 
erection of spite fences, of which To- 
ronto residents have suffered consider- 
ably.

The First Lord accompanied the in- 
troduction with a straight talk to 
Germany, promising an augmentation 
or @ retardation of British naval con- 
struction to correspond with Ger. 
many’s naval program. 

He said, he regretted the necessity 
of referring specifically to Germany, 
but continued: 

“The Germans are a people of ro- 
bust minds, whose strong masculine 
good sense and high courage do not 
recoil from, and are not offended by 
plain, blunt statements of fact, if 
they are expressed with courtesy and 
sincerity.” 

Mr. Churchill then went on to tell 
of the conditions under which naval 
competition would be carried on dur- 
ing the next few years. 

He prefaced his remarks by the 
statement that the “two to one” 
standard was not necessary at pres- 
ent, although it would possibly be- 
come so. 

“The ‘two-power standard’ has been 
extended by some of its supporters,” 
continued Mr. Churchill, ‘to include 
the United States and by this means

BOURASSA IN TORONTO. 


Ho Tells Irishmen Quebec Will Not 
H Stand Any Humiliation. 


Toronto, March 19.—References to 
1! > Keewatin school question and the 
action of the Borden Government 
roused Yenri Bourassa to enthusiasm 
at the St. Patrick’s Day assembly of 
the A.O.H. in Masse all Jast night, 
and his voice was hasty with emo- 
tion as he described how the educa- 
tional systems of the provinces were 
to be conducted by the provinces, 
after the solemn pledge of the crown 
had been given and ratified by an 
act of Parliament that the rights of 
the minority were to be preserved in 
every province of the Dominion. 

“Gentlemen of Toronto,” he plead- 
ed, “I a me to your straightforward- 
ness and manliness to say that a sol- 
emn compact made by the Parliament 
of Canada should be preserved. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“Would you call those schools ‘na- 
tional’ in which the minority are im- 
posed upon by the majority — when 
those so-called schools deprives your 
children of what may be called their 
birthright.”’ 

From Mr. Bourassa’s description of 
it, the so-called alarming reference of 
a leading Toronto daily to the effect 
that there are ey Schools in Ontario 
in which the nch language alone 
is used on the playgrounds, was 
worthy of ridiéule. 

“Why, in that obscure, barbarous 
and mediaeval Province of Quebec.” 
said he, ‘“‘we Jearn to speak in both 
languages. We are very antiquated, 
{ know, but I tell you frankly we are 
going to remain that way.” At this 
stage of his discourse, Mr. Bourassa 
waxed particularly eloquent. 

“I like to speak,” said he, ‘in the 
language of the majority of the peo- 
ple of this country, I like to imbibe 
the great literature of the English 
language and read what the great 
British statesmen have said, but 1 
also want to tell the majority of the 
people of Canada in their own lan- 
guage that neither 1 nor my race will 
stand for any humiliating treatment 
in the Dominion of Canada.” (Ap- 
plause.) 





U. S. War Vessels To Co East. 

Washington, D.C., March 19.—The 
armored cruisers California, South 
Dakota, and Colorado, under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Southerland, 
sailed yesterday for Honolulu and the 
Philippines.

Norton Griffiths said there was un- 
doubtedly a belief in distant parts of 
the Empire that their co-operation was 
looked upon as of sma] consequence, 
and he hoped the First Lord would 
make some “precise, clear statement 
that the Admiralty did welcome the 
co-operation of the dominions. It was 
a cry often heard in Canada that if 
co-operations of the Dominion was 
desired they should have some repre- 
sentation. 

Canadian Ministers were shortly 
expected in the country and he urged 
they should be sent back with a mes- 
sage to assure Canadians tiat the Ad- 
miralty wanted their @o-operation and 
would give them some representation. 
Such a message would make their 
work much easier. 





Jap Sailor Is Shot. 


Swatow, China, March 19.—A de- 
tachment of marines fram the United 
States monitor Monterey was landed 
here yesterday in consequence of the 
continuous disturbances all over the 
city. 

Heavy fighting between the Kakka 
tribesmen and the troops from Canton 
went on for eight hours yesterday in 
the streets of the city. Forty natives 
are known to have been killed. A 
shot from one of the combatants, who 
were firing wildly, killed a bluejacket 
on board a Japanese warship in the 
harbor. 





Twenty-Five Men Killed. 


San Antonio, Texas, March 19.— 
Twenty-five men were killed by the 
explosion of a locomotive boiler in 
the Southern Pacific round house here 
yesterday forenoon. Many more were 
injured. 

Most of the dead and injured were 
strikebreakers, who took the places of 
Southern Pacific shopmen, who went 
on strike here several months ago. 

So fearfully mangled were several 
of the bodies that it seemed probable 
they can never be fully identified. 

Home Rule In Two “ears. 

London, March 19.—John E. Red- 
mond, member of the Irish Parlia- 
mentary party, presiding last night at 
a St. Patrick’s banquet at the Hotel 
Cecil, said that the home rule bill 
would pass the House of Commons by 
more than 100 majority, and inside of 
two years would become law. Ireland, 
then, he declared, was destined to 
become the greatest human agency 
in promoting the security and power 
of the British Empire.
